two starts, equaling a track record in her second, and placed in stakes. Pere 
Markette won three races, and was beaten a nose in the $5,000 Alsab Handicap 


at Detroit. Naval Base won at Jamaica, beating a high-class field. Our Sensa- 
tion won and placed second twice and third once at Garden State Park. In- 
verine won twice, placed second twice and third once in high-class fields at Wash- 


ington Park. Good Pasture placed second in her second start at Delaware 
Park. 

Invermark’s total stud record to date reads: 25 starters—20 winners—2 
placed—and 3 unplaced. 

Invermark was a stakes winner of 15 races and greatly resembles in con- 
formation and disposition his sire *Teddy, whose sons dominate the American 
Sires List today. His dam and grandam were good race mares and good pro- 


ducers and he is as well-bred as any son of *Teddy in the world. He comes 
from Galopin’s Branch of the No. 3 Family.

One Way to Understanding 


NSOFAR as labor problems are concerned 

American racing, like America in general, is 
now hitting a pretty hot pace around a vicious 
circle. Some people are beginning to tire of going 
round and round without getting anywhere, but 
they have failed thus far to find a gap in the 
rail. 

At Belmont Park last week the Teamsters and 
Chauffeurs Union was picketing the entrances in 
an effort to force the mutuel clerks into an Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor organization. 


Though the effect upon public opinion was neg- 
ligible, as judged by attendance and betting, the 
union considered the question sufficiently import- 
ant that it sought, through pressure from A. F. L. 
headquarters, to have other unions strike in sup- 
port. So the members of the Typographical 
Union refused to cross the picket lines and the 
races of May 30 and 31 at Belmont Park were run 
without benefit of programs. With mimeographed 


entry lists, plus newspapers, the crowd managed ‘ 


to wager $4,036,942. It was the biggest crowd 
Belmont Park had ever entertained. But there 
were no programs, because certain labor leaders 
had decided they needed some more labor to lead. 


The strike at Belmont Park included van driv- 
ers, bartenders, admission-ticket sellers, printers, 
and some others. Racing went on, and by Satur- 
day the strike was over. 


But there would be another, very likely. Labor 
leaders have mastered the art of striking too well 
not to use it. They pause between strikes only to 
marshal strength. They organize new groups to 
do more striking. 


To a man up a tree it may seem a bit queer that 
a union, having gained a certain advantage by 
striking for it, should proceed to cast away that 
advantage by encouraging other groups to strike. 
For if everybody gains the same advantage, no 
one gains any advantage. It is a dirty trick on 
the part of the laws of mathematics that forces us 
to such a conclusion. But we’re going round and

round the circle and there’s no stopping us, so 
long as we depend upon force and conflict. 


The problems of labor are much too compli- 
cated to be solved by formulas or good intentions. 
Because they are now being settled piecemeal 
they are not being settled at all. The net result 
of an every-group-for-itself policy is a big gain 
over a policy of every man for himself, but it is 
still far short of the hoped-for system. in which 
every group will share its responsibility to the 
whole. 

In the meantime, while race track management 
waits for its labor troubles to be resolved, it 
should be planning its own militant and positive 
strategy for the years ahead—the years, let us 
hope, when not every decision has to be made ac- 
cording to the expediency of the moment. For 
instance— 

The worst failure of track management in its 
relations with labor has not been in shorting the 
income of workers in general but in failing to 
provide acceptable living and working conditions 
for stable employees. 

The men on the back stretches need clean, com- 
fortable, pleasant rooms. They need sanitary and 
bathing facilities, sick beds, first-aid stations. 
They need recreation rooms and equipment. They 
need programs of entertainment. They need the 
encouragement and co-operation of management 
in setting up their own committees for planning 
group enterprises and for sharing with manage- 
ment the responsibilities for taking care of build- 
ings and equipment. 

They need, most of all, the feeling that the men 
in the’ offices on the other side of the track are 
aware of their existence and of their problems— 
and genuinely interested in their welfare and hap- 
piness. 


Once we talked to a track executive about such 
things and he said: “Aw, you’d just be wasting 
time and money. They’d take all you gave them 
and still they wouldn’t be satisfied.” 

Of course they wouldn’t be satisfied. It is not 
the tradition of Americans, whether laborers or

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not, to be satisfied with what they have. 
want today to be better than yesterday. And who 
shall blame them? And who shall say that he has 
done his job well if he has simply thwarted this 
very natural desire? 

But, along with its better way of living, labor 
must learn to assume new responsibilities toward 
society as a whole. 

The back stretches of American race tracks of- 
fer an opportunity for a tremendous object lesson 
in labor relations. Let the tracks build the facili- 
ties needed and then share with the workers the 
responsibility for their care and full use. Out of 
this common responsibility would come the me- 
dium of interchange of ideas and of understand- 
ing. The basic need is understanding, not con- 
flict. 

If there is an easier way to begin the processes 
of understanding, let us try it.- If not, let us try 
this one. 


EPSOM DERBY TO AIRBORNE 


J. E. Ferguson’s Airborne, 3-year-old gray colt 
by Precipitation—Bouquet, by Buchan, won the 
English Derby at Epsom Downs on June 5 by a 
length over Lord Derby’s Gulf Stream, with Ra- 
diotherapy third and White Jacket fourth. The 
colt was trained by Richard Perryman, who 
trained Chamossaire to win the St. Leger last 
year, and was ridden by T. Lowrey, who also rode 
Chamossaire in the St. Leger. Airborne, at 50 to 
1, drove up in the last furlong to catch Gulf 
Stream. It was the first Derby win for the owner, 
the trainer, and the jockey. Mr. Ferguson is a 
manufacturer of plastics and owns a small racing 
stable.

Up Off the Floor 


T was the Monday after the Preakness, when 
divers citizens were predicting that Lord Bos- 
well, once he got Assault in the stretch of the Bel- 
mont Stakes, would run over him like John L. 
Lewis over the NLRB. The party of the first part 


- had closed with what seemed genuine power, and 


Assault had looked perilously like running out 
of air. 

Max Hirsch was in the trainers’ stand at Bel- 
mont, fingering a stopwatch with a rabbit’s foot 
hung on the end of it. Somebody gave it to him, 


he said, so he “had” to wear it. The notion here 
is that he personally caught it in a graveyard at 
midnight, but that has nothing to do with the 
matter. Assault had definitely been running 
down, and the finish line of the Preakness Stakes 
had got to him just a little quicker than Lord Bos- 
well. An explanation of this phenomenon was in 
order and Mr. Hirsch, if he had any, was cordially 
invited to deliver same. 


“Do you know anything about prizefighting? 
Do you know what they mean when they say a 
boxer is fighting ‘off the floor?’ ” 

To the first question, not much. To the second, 
vaguely. It means that a fighter has been knocked 
down and nearly knocked out. It’s no time for 
plans and stratagems. If a fighter is to last at 
all, he must do it with bull strength, with every 
punch he can throw. More or less, anyway. So 
what? 

“Well, that’s the way Assault had to run the 
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Preakness. 
the first eighth. The jockey had to make a lot 
of use of him to regain the lost ground, and may- 
be he got a little flustered and made too much 
use of him. Anyway, Assault had to run the 
whole race without drawing a deep breath. Sure 
he got tired in the stretch. Who wouldn’t?”

Why, possibly Lord Boswell wouldn’t. There 
was talk about, that with Belmont’s long stretch 
to run in, the Maine Chance Farm colt would 
breeze. Of course the stretch at Churchill Downs 
is virtually as long as that at Belmont, and Lord 
Boswell had run up behind Assault and then tired. 
But at Belmont it was all to be different. Trainer 
Hirsch waved the watch and the rabbit’s foot at 
a middle-sized chestnut colt with a white foot, just 
going past under the stand with Warren Mehrtens 
aboard. “You wait,” he said. 


This bystander duly waited, until about 4:42 
(E. D. S. T.), on June 1. At that stage Assault 
was going along about a length ahead of Lord 
Boswell, and approaching the three-eighths pole 
at a velocity of about 37.2 m.p.h. Master Mehr- 
tens, wearing a brown shirt with a Running W 
on the front and back, was hunched comfortably 
along his neck. On top of the Belmont Park club- 
house Robert J. Kleberg, of Kingsville, Texas, was 
earnestly endeavoring to tie a knot in the iron 
rail which runs between the Turf and Field Club’s 
aerie and the stewards’ stand. In the confusion, 
Mr. Hirsch’s whereabouts were not noted. “Come 
on with him,” instructed Mr. Kleberg, in a voice 
noticeably above a whisper. 


Thus adjured, Master Mehrtens came on with 
him. A little beyond the eighth-pole he caught 
Hampden, Assault brushing the tiring Heliopolis 
colt as he passed. Natchez was still hanging on 
in front, but he was taken by storm, or if you like, 
by Assault. Thereafter matters were in the hands 
of Admiral Mare Mitscher, whose duties consisted 
of handing the cup to Mr. Kleberg, who had come 
down by elevator. Admiral Mitscher had com- 


manded Task Force 58 in the Pacific and he 
handled this assignment with great ease. 


But not

much easier than Assault handled the Belmont 
field. 

Mr. Kleberg gave the credit to Trainer Hirsch. 
Mr. Hirsch complimented Mehrtens on the ride. 
Mehrtens gave the credit to the horse. Assault, 
not being one of those talking horses, said nothing. 
But this tourist remembered an evening quite a 
few years ago—it was after one of those devastat- 
ing Thoroughbred Club testimonial dinners—when 
Robert Kleberg had settled down across the table 
in the Lafayette Hotel and had delivered a set of 
theories on breeding horses, somewhat akin to the 
method by which the celebrated Santa Gertrudis 
cattle had been bred. There were a few covert 
smiles passed around, this bystander contributing 
one. Everybody wished him well, you understand, 
but this friendly, likeable Texan was going to 
find out that you couldn’t breed horses like you 
breed cattle. 

The triple crown victory is hereby laid at Mr. 
Kleberg’s door. He got Bold Venture after sev- 
eral other people were through with him. He bred 
Assault according to some theory based on cattle 
breeding. It is Mr. Kleberg’s time to smile. 


Armed for Our Side 


OWEVER, Kentucky had a score off Texas to 

match against the Belmont Stakes, rung up 
two days earlier in the Suburban Handicap. Mr. 
Kleberg also bred Stymie, a horse which at least 
the proofreader knows has long been a favorite in 
this department. The Jockey Club’s registry 
says otherwise, but never mind, even Homer nods. 
Max Hirsch owned Stop Watch and turned her 
over to King Ranch, without remembering to no- 
tify The Jockey Club of the matter. So when her 
son Stymie was registered he went into the re- 
cords as bred by Max Hirsch, though it was that 
same cursed cattle-breeding theory that produced 
him. Mr. Hirsch tried to have the record changed 
but The Jockey Club always abides by its mis- 
takes. 
But though Stymie is a first-flight handicapper, 
he isn’t in the show with Calumet Farm’s Armed, 


as was demonstrated in the Dixie Handicap and 
repeated for local consumption in the Suburban, 
This never became a matter for doubt. Stymie 
has to lay off the pace; Armed can stay with it 
and keep on going. There was a moment when 
Armed seemed surrounded by horses in the Su- 
burban, and there seemed a chance he might get 
blocked or pocketed. But as the field swung into 
the stretch there was a hole, and there was Armed 
coming through it. 

Johnny Longden, who finished in the ruck with 
First Fiddle, which had flattened out after mak- 
ing his best move on the far turn, commented 
afterward, “There isn’t a horse in America that 
can beat the winner.” That’s the opinion in this 
corner also. Armed will stack up with any handi- 
capper we’ve had around in quite a while. 


The Picketing 


HE “strike” at Belmont, apparently, was 

strictly a phoney. The vans couldn’t move, but 
horses got over from Aqueduct and Jamaica. Oats 
couldn’t be delivered, but not a horse missed a 
mouthful. The admissions men struck, but there 
were ticket sellers just the same. The black- 
smiths were out only three days or so. The film 
patrol quit, but who cared? For two days there 
were no printed programs, but one was the big- 
gest day of the season. The bartenders were out 
for several thirsty days but it’s no great incon- 
venience to carry a bottle. 

The only effect, really, was to hold racing at 
Belmont instead of Aqueduct, a circumstance 
which will bring an additional $500,000 in revenue 
to Nassau County per week, instead of to New 
York City. When news of this foul deed was heard 
within Mayor O’Dwyer’s domain, he said a few 
words to A. F. of L. leaders and the picketing 
was called off. Whether we’ll have to go to Aque- 
duct after all nobody knows yet.

Olin Gentry Resigns 


HE affairs of the establishment having been 

turned over to a committee which will be in 
charge of its operation, Olin Gentry, manager of 
Col. E. R. Bradley’s famed Idle Hour Farm, at 
Lexington, has resigned effective July 1. 

Mr. Gentry, one of the best-known and ablest 
horsemen in America, announced his resignation 
with the following statement: “Due to the state 
of Mr. Bradley’s health, many of the affairs which 
he personally has handled in the past have been 
placed in the hands of a committee which will be 
responsible for the farm operation and other busi- 
ness interests. Because I have worked so closely 
with Colonel Bradley for so many years, I do not 
believe I would be satisfied under the committee 
arrangement.” 

The group which will be in charge of future 
operations at the noted Thoroughbred breeding 
establishment consists of C. Barry Shannon, an 
associate of Mr. Bradley for the last 30 years; 
Tom Bohne, secretary to the master of Idle Hour 
for 20 years; and J. P. Cochrane, an auditor who 
has been in the Bradley employ for ten years. 
Ex-officio member of the committee will be J. R. 
Bradley, brother to E. R. Bradley and vice presi- 
dent of the Idle Hour Stock Farm Company, as 
the farm is known legally. 

Gentry, a native of Greenville, Texas, was a 
jockey, as was his brother Lloyd, now a trainer, 
when he first became acquainted with Colonel 
Bradley in 1915. In 1921, at Colonel Bradley’s 
suggestion, he spent some time at Idle Hour in 
preparation for assuming the managership of 
E. B. McLean’s breeding farm at Leesburg, Va. 
In the fall of 1922 he went to work at Idle Hour 
and was given charge of the mares in foal. Bub- 
bling Over and Bagenbaggage, which ran one-two 
in the 1926 Kentucky Derby, were among the crop 
of foals produced at the farm the following 
spring. 

In 1932 Gentry was given complete charge of 
the horse department at the farm, including the 
breaking of yearlings, and in 1937 he became gen- 
eral manager of the entire establishment, includ- 
ing the agricultural operations. Blue Larkspur, 
Bimelech, Black Helen, Bloodroot, Busher, Bric 
A Bac, By Jimminy, Brooklyn, Boxthorn, Burgoo 
King, Brokers Tip, Boysy, Best Seller, Bless Me, 
Bee Mac, Bymeabond, and many other stakes win- 
ners were produced at the farm during his ten- 
ure, and Bradley-breds accounted for practically 
every major race in the country, including the 
Kentucky Derby, the Preakness, and the Belmont 
Stakes. 

Gentry said that he would retain his residence 
at the farm until fall, and that he had no definite 
plans for the future except to take a vacation of 
two or three-months. After that he might assume 
charge of another breeding farm. “I’m genuinely 
sorry to be leaving Idle Hour,” he remarked. 
“Some of the happiest years of my life have been 
spent there.” 

A spokesman for the committee which will op- 
erate the farm in the future said there was no im- 
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mediate thought of employing a new manager 
and that Colonel Bradley would consult with 
them when necessary. “The Colonel is 86 years 
old now and wants to be relieved of as much re- 
sponsibility as possible, but he still will decide 
the major issues. The manner in which the farm 
has been operated and the way in which the horses 
have performed on the race track are a credit to 
Mr. Gentry, and we are sorry indeed that he is 
leaving.” 

Ten yearlings prepared at the farm in 1945 by 
Mr. Gentry and sold at auction at Keeneland last 
fall averaged $19,220, highest of the current boom. 
Horses bred at the farm won $726,134 during the 
short racing season of 1945.

GLIMPSE of racing as conducted with Arab 

horses at Bagdad, in Iraq, and a brief com- 
parison of racing practices in England and the 
United States was given at the Thoroughbred 
Club of America’s regular meeting at Lexington 
on June 1. The commentator was Dr. Robert C. 
Crowhurst, of Newmarket, England, who is spend- 
ing a year in this country to become acquainted 
with American veterinary methods. Dr. Crow- 
hurst not long ago was discharged from the Brit- 
ish Army with the rank of major after serving 
through the war, and is dividing his time between 
the University of Kentucky’s Department of Ani- 
mal Pathology, where he is working with Dr. 
W. W. Dimock, and various Thoroughbred breed- 
ing farms in central Kentucky. 

The English visitor plans to spend about a 
year in the U. S., and his trip is financed partly 
by himself and partly by the Veterinary Educa- 
tional Trust, a British foundation which was 
formed to assist and encourage research pro- 
grams and to aid in the development of young 
veterinarians. Dr. Crowhurst explains that the 
Trust has funds amounting to about £300,000, 
about one-third of which was provided by Thor- 
oughbred interests. 

While stationed in Iraq he had the opportunity 
to observe racing as conducted by Arab horsemen 
at Bagdad, where racing is held on Saturdays and 
Sundays from October through May. Very inter- 
esting programs are held, he reported, with rac- 
ing on skinned tracks at distances from five fur- 
longs to two miles. 

“It is a very good type of racing, among small 
owners who breed to export. They are all-out to 
win, because only by producing winners can they 
market their horses.” 

The horses are rated into a Third Class, for 
non-winners of two races; Second Class, winners 
of two races; and First Class, the top grade. If 
a horse doesn’t win for two years, he drops back a 
grade. 

At the outset of his racing career, a horse is 
brought before a classification committee to be 
judged on the basis of conformation and gait. 
If a horse fails to measure up to the committee’s 
standard, he is denied acceptance as a pure Arab. 
After winning five races a horse is classified again 
and is given an even more thorough inspection 
before being okayed; the Arabs zealously try to 
keep the breed “pure” according to the commit- 
tee’s rigid standards, and will not sell any of 
their mares. 

Regarding American racing, of which he said 
he had seen only a little, Dr. Crowhurst remarked 
that his impression was that the U. S. Turf had 
an amazingly large “floating population.” In Eng- 
land, he said, one virtually had to be born and 
raised in the horse business to become a trainer, 
whereas in America the door was open to anyone, 
almost regardless of his background. 

“There seems to be a tendency to ‘hurry’ horses 
in the United States,” he observed further, “and 
the number of those broken down is terrible. In 
England we lead and rein a yearling for two 
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months before we attempt to ride him, whereas 
over here the breaking process is done very quick- 
ly. In England it is considered rather a disgrace 
to break a horse down.” 


He pointed out also that the high purses in 
America made racing more of a business than in 
Britain. “Before the war, when times were nor- 
mal, the average annual winnings per horse were 
about $500, against expenses of about $2,000. This 
kept our racing on a sporting basis. Whether it 
can be maintained on that basis in the future is 
problematical—the tax rate in England is so high 
that it’s almost impossible for a man to have 
more than $20,000 net income for a year, regard- 
less of the size of his business operations, so it 
appears that some of the big owners may have 
to give up their stables.” 

He remarked that the difference in the size of 
the purses in England and America also contrib- 
uted to the difference in the two philosophies of 
racing. The prevalence of bookmakers at English 
courses, operating for comparatively small license 
fees, deprived the tracks of much revenue that 
accrues to them in this country through pari- 
mutuel betting. 

A comparison of the times for various dis- 
tances in the two countries revealed, he said, that 
English horses are quite fast, though British 
trainers and horsemen seldom discuss time. 

Regarding the Jersey Act, he mentioned that 
“there are people in England who would rather 
welcome repeal—we aren’t all dead set against it. 
We really could use some American mares from 
the Matchem line. However, the issue will be de- 
cided by our Jockey Club; it is due to them that 
racing in England is as sound as it is today. I 
hope both sides get together and discuss the mat- 
ter—it would be a pity if we fall out over it.”

Finley for Stevenson 


When Col. Dan Stevenson returned to Lexing- 
ton from Germany early in the year to convalesce 
from an illness, he decided to resign from the 
Army and practice veterinary medicine or man- 
age a breeding farm. He struck a deal with 
A. F. Wall, Detroit manufacturer and horse owner 
who had bought 360 acres of bluegrass land in 
Fayette county and intended to breed Thorough- 
breds, and took over the management of Lismore 
Farm, as Mr. Wail had named it. Simultaneously 
he tendered his resignation to the Army and pre- 
pared to settle down to civilian life, after 12 years 
in the Veterinary Corps. 

Recently he was notified by Army authorities 
that his release had not been granted as antici- 
pated and that he would have to return to his 
former post in Germany. He left Lexington on 
June 3, after he and Mr. Wall had settled on 
Lewis Finley, Jr., young Georgetown, Ky., horse- 
man, as his successor. Mr. Finley has for several 
years operated his own breeding and boarding es- 
tablishment in central Kentucky. During the re- 
cent war he was in the Army Remount Service.

The Foal Crop 
Around Nashville 


Thoroughbred Breeding on the Increase 


NASHVILLE, May 29 


HE breeding of Thoroughbreds in Middle Ten- 

nessee is at a higher peak than at any time in 
perhaps forty years. There probably always have 
been a few breeders since racing last was held 
in Tennessee in 1906, and a comeback has been 
noticeable for nearly a decade. However, the 
numbers and quality of the foal crop have just 
about doubled in the last five years. 

As usual the activity is around Nashville and 
Davidson county and the adjacent counties of Wil- 
liamson and Sumner, the former famous for the 
old Belle Meade Stud (Bramble, Tammany, Iro- 
quois) and the latter famous especially for the 
Kennesaw Stud (Luke Blackburn, George Kinney, 
ete.) and Fairview (Yorkville Belle, Dobbins, 
ete,). 

The two largest studs by far are near Gallatin 
in Sumner County. They are Del Holeman’s Pilot 
Knob Farm and Mrs. Laura (John M.) Branham’s 
Foxland Hall. Their broodmare bands number 24 


and 17, respectively. Four Freedoms and Hay- 


ride hold court at Holeman’s and *Man O’Night 
at Mrs. Branham’s. 

The first two horses are new at stud and *Man 
O’Night, sire of several stakes winners, has been 
Tennessee’s leading sire for many years. Hecla, 
property of Ed Potter, Jr., is at the Rogers Cald- 
well place. Chancing and *Pigeon Wing II died 
a year or so ago. 

Four Freedoms has 26 reported foals of 1946 
and he covered 40 mares this season. Hayride 
had 12 reported in this crop and covered 36 in 
1946. *Man O’Night (b. h., 1929, by Manna— 
Arctic Night, by White Eagle) has eight live 
foals this season and covered 15 mares. He gets 
a few outside mares each year but is not ad- 
vertised. Hecla (gr. h., 1930, by *Stefan the 
Great—Look Up, by Ultimus) covered about 20 
mares this season, including 15 Thoroughbreds. 

The following Holeman mares have 1946 foals 
by Four Freedoms, and eight have been bred back 
to him: Elsie Caldwell, by *Hourless; Pompish, 
by *Polymelian; Ada M., by Sweep; Hot Stuff, 
by Burgoo King; Coogy, by *Cohort; Trandscend- 
ant, by Transmute; Madly, by Important; Connie 
Jean, by Whiskalong, and Hot or Cold, by Byrd. 

These Holeman mares have sucklings by Hay- 
ride, two have been bred back to him, and three 
have gone to Four Freedoms: Royal Spectre, by 
Gallant Knight or St. Henry; Helene M., by The 
Finn; Dieselalong, by Whiskalong; Alecto, by 
Grand Slam; and Peace Flower, by Zacaweista. 
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Standing at Mrs. John M. Branham’s Foxland 
Hall, in the Tennessee Thoroughbred breeding 
country, is the 17-year-old stallion *MAN 
O’NIGHT, by Manna—Arctic Night, by White 
Eagle. 


Dieselalong is granddaughter of Negrina, dam 
of Armful. 

Among 1946 out-of-state mates for the Hole- 
man sires were two from Jack Rogers of Ver- 
sailles, Ky., and one from Warner Jones, Jr., of 
Louisville, for Four Freedoms, and one each to 
Hayride from Thomas Carr Piatt of Lexington, 
Ky., and Dr. N. B. Ellis of Wilson, Ark. 

R. C. Owen, at the old Avondale Farm, Saun- 
dersville, made famous 30 years ago by E. S. 
Gardner, Himyar, Ida Pickwick, etc., has seven 
broodmares and is patronizing the Holeman sires 
entirely. Gallerne (dam of the 1946 stakes win- 
ner, Milkwagonjoe), and Lady Minerva, both by 
Gallant Fox, have Four Freedoms sucklings, and 
Caliente Lady, by My Play, and Hour O’ Day, by 
*Hourless, have Hayride foals. 

Nearer Gallatin, I. C. McMahan at the old 
Kennesaw Stud of George Kinney, and Luke 
Blackburn fame has six mares in foal to the 
Holeman sires and *Man O’Night, but especially 
the former. Okapelita, by Okapi; Flying Bonnet, 
by Flying Heels; Pick Out, by *Alcazar; and 
Irish Mirth, by Sun Meadow, have sucklings by 
Four Freedoms and have gone back to him. 

Still another neighbor, W. Clair Brittain, has 
two mares with sucklings by Four Freedoms, and 
they have been bred to him. They are Ellen 
Baker, by *Bright Knight, and Nighty Night, by 
*Man O’Night—Ellen Baker. 

Mrs. Branham at Foxland Hall has 17 mares 
to Holeman’s 24. Holeman bréd 18 mares in 1945 
and got 15 foals this spring. Foxland Hall did 
not match this record as its suckling crop num- 
bers only five. They are all by the home sire 
*Man O’Night. Their dams are Lacinia, by John 
P. Grier; Baggage Miss, by. Bagenbaggage; Cher- 
ry Lane, by *North Star III; Tour, by *Tourist IT; 
and Summer, by Supremus. 

Two daughters of *Man O’Night—Another 
Night (from Arousement, by *St. Germans) and 
Night Shadow (from Tweeny, by *St. Germans) 
have been bred to Four Freedoms and Hoop, Jr.,

Have Landed 


And the Triple Crown is Under Control

HEN King Ranch’s Assault made a tenta- 
tive bid for a grand slam of the 3-year-old 
classics by winning the six-furlong Experimental 
Handicap at Jamaica on April 9, his first start of 
the year, scarcely anyone was looking. Most ob- 
servers were studying the Maine Chance Farm 
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challengers, which they continued to do in the 
Kentucky Derby and the Preakness, both of which 
fell to Assault. And in the Belmont Stakes, last 
leg of the Triple Crown, the Texas colt wasn’t 
taken wholly seriously, for he went to the post ‘ 
at $1.40 to $1, against $1.35 to $1 for Lord Bos- 
well, the Maine Chance hope. He hadn’t yet con- 
vinced the skeptics. 

But that was when there was a mile and a half 
to go, which in a horse race is room for reason- 
able doubt. From the eighth-pole home, however, 
the issue was settled beyond dispute and at the 
wire Assault was first, three lengths in front of 
Natchez, and 5% lengths before the Maine Chance 
colt, which finished fifth. 

At the start of the race Assault stumbled but 
recovered immediately, was dropped alongside 
Lord Boswell, behind Hampden, which took his 
usual position in front after Cable had held a 
brief lead, and Natchez and War Watch. Along 
the back side Hampden stretched his lead to two 
lengths, Natchez had moved to second, War Watch 
was third, Assault was a head before Lord Bos- 
well. 

On the far turn Mehrtens let Assault move to 
third, as Hampden held his lead and Natchez bore 
out. At a time when Lord Boswell might have

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been supposed to move up, Cable passed him and 
began to pull away. As the horses turned into 
the stretch, Assault was taken to the outside and 
began his drive, putting Hampden and Natchez 
away. The latter had taken the lead when Hamp- 
den flagged in the straightaway. The Foxcatcher 
horse also was passed by Cable, which ran a 
steady race and got up to beat Hampden by a 
head for third. 

Natchez possibly forced the pace for the bene- 
fit of Mahout, his stablemate which had closed 
like the wind in the Peter Pan Handicap, beating 
Lord Boswell, Cable, and War Watch, among the 
Belmont field. Mahout had no sprint left for the 
stretch run, this time, and Conn McCreary per- 
severed with Natchez to save second money. 
Neither did Lord Boswell have the finish kick he 
had exhibited in the Blue Grass Stakes and the 
Preakness. 


In sweeping the Triple Crown, Assault joined ‘ 


the company of Sir Barton, Gallant Fox, Omaha, 
War Admiral, Whirlaway, and Count Fleet, which 
before him had been successful in winning all 
three of the divisional classics. Assault also 
moved to within point-blank range of Gallant 
Fox’s record earnings of $308,275 for one season. 
The King Ranch colt now has won $299,020 on 
the year, needs only $9,256 to set a new mark. 
Assault’s series of victories this year represent 
the first Triple Crown for the King Ranch, for 
Texas, for Jockey Warren Mehrtens, and for 
Trainer Max Hirsch. The veteran trainer had, 
however, saddled Bold Venture, sire of Assault, 
for wins in the Kentucky Derby and the Preak- 
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ness, and sent Vito out to win the Belmont in 
1928 for A. H. Cosden. 

Robert J. Kleberg, Jr., of the King Ranch, re- 
ceived the August Belmont Memorial Cup from 
Admiral Mare A. Mitscher (another Texan) with 
a practiced hand. In accepting the trophy, Mr. 
Kleberg said: “We’re deeply happy and we feel 
others will agree with us now that Assault is a 
great horse. I want particularly to compliment 
Max Hirsch [also a Texan] on a great training 
job.” Jockey Mehrtens, a beaming participant in 
the ceremony, analyzed the race: “The only time 
I was worried was coming out of the gate, when 
Assault stumbled. He recovered at once and we 
were never in difficulty again. ‘I had more confi- 
dence this time than in either th# Derby or Preak- 
ness, but I still can’t believe we've won the Triple 
Crown.” 

Jockey Eric Guerin, who had ridden Lord Bos- 
well, explained that his mount “. . . didn’t have it 
when I asked for it.” Eddie Arcaro, who had rid- 
den three Belmont Stakes winners, said of Hamp- 
den: “The winner bumped us in the stretch, but 
Hampden was a tired horse and it made no differ- 
ence in the result.” 

The crowd of 43,599 spectators had arrived at 
Belmont Park clad for spring weather and the 
temperature suddenly dropped 20 degrees within 
the space of half an hour. But there was no lack 
of enthusiasm, and the bettors poured in $147,409 
on Lord Boswell and $146,587 on Assault. 

Besides the six-furlong Experimental, the Ken- 
tucky Derby, the Preakness, and the Belmont 
Stakes, Assault this year has won the Wood Me- 
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morial. His.only defeat came in the Derby Trial, 
in which he was fourth. In 15 starts, he has won 
seven races, finished second twice, and third once, 
earned $316,270. He now is in twelfth place on 
the list of leading American money winners.

Occupy had beaten four of his Argonaut Handi- 
eap rivals in the overnight Ceres Handicap of 
May 23, in which he carried 124 pounds over a 
mile in 1:3544, setting a new track record, so he 
was a 13 to 20 favorite in his first start at Holly- 
wood Park. When the gates flew open he rushed 
to a two-length lead which he maintained for the 
1%. miles. Occasionally Jockey Charlie Corbett 
rapped him with’ the whip to keep him about his 
business, and Triplicate, which raced closer to the 
pace than usual, couldn’t gain on him. Be Faith- 
ful ran gamely but hung near the wire to lose 
second money by a neck. 


Occupy now shapes up as one of the leading 
early candidates for the Hollywood Gold Cup to 
be raced on July 27 at 1% miles for $160,000 
added. Since he was purchased in March by 
Aaron Hirschberg, San Francisco real estate op- 
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erator,, from John Marsch for a reported $55,000, 
he has earned $52,550 in purses. 

In 55 starts he has won 21 races, finished second 
seven times, and third seven times, earned $214,- 
814. He now stands 34th on the list of leading 
American money winners and is only $12,221 be- 
hind Occupation, his full brother, now retired to 
the stud.

ST short of thirty years ago the foundation 

of the present day Keeneland Stud had its 
formation. The late J. O. Keene was among a 
rather large group of Americans at the December 
Sales of 1916 at the Park Paddocks, Newmarket, 
England, inspecting and buying a large number 
of horses. Some of these were for his own ac- 
count, others for friends, and some to be sold in 
America the next year. 


Altogether Mr. Keene purchased 37 head. Most 
of them (27) were weanlings to be disposed of 
upon arrival in America. Among the eight fillies 
purchased from 2 to 4 years of age were three 
that were to re-make the century-old Keeneland 
Stud, on which horses had been bred and raised 
since 1784,

CCORDING to the catalogue the first of the 
three to be bought was Scrutiny (No. 160), 
a bay mare by the American Ballot, out of the St.

From Long Island to Los Angeles 


Los ANGELES, June 2 


OST interesting event of the week at Holly- 

wood Park not actually connected with the 
racing was the arrival by air of two 2-year-old 
fillies from Long Island, New York. The fillies, 
Chakoora, by *Challenger II, and Uleta, by 
Jamestown, were purchased at Belmont Park by 
the King Brothers of Los Angeles. Morris King 
and a groom accompanied the juveniles and were 
met by brother Herman, trainer R. H. McDaniel, 
and a veterinarian, Dr. W. C. Peters. The trip 
was made by American Air Express Lines and re- 
quired 20 hours, although the schedule called for 
a 16-hour flight. 

Both Chakoora and Uleta shipped in excellent 
shape and were on the main track for short gal- 
lops the following morning. This, the first trans- 
continental shipment by air of horses in training, 
was a complete success. The condition of both 
fillies augurs well for such movements in the fu- 
ture. The probable cost of shipping a horse across 
the country in a full pay load will approximate 
$400, which certainly seems reasonable enough 
in view of the advantages to be gained by the 
saving in time and condition.

Staying 
Makes Stayer 


Cantaro's Championship 


R10 DE JANEIRO, May 17 

HE week on the Turf in South America had 

its interest centered in Uruguay. The stakes 
jn Argentina and Brazil were moderate, while in 
Uruguay the Clasico Presidente de la Republica 
was the opportunity for the top stayer Cantaro to 
show his complete superiority over all 3-year-olds 
and up in that country and make it clear that 
very few horses in South America can rank with 
him over a route. 

When Nelson and Roberto Seabra, the Bra- 
zilian owners of Cantaro, wanted a stayer for 
the great Argentine “classicos,” they resolved to 
ship Cantaro from Montevidéo to Buenos Aires. 
They already had the champion miler of the Ar- 
gentine Turf, the horse Snob, but had no great 
stayer there. However, Camembert, a son of 
Cameronian, recently showed he is improving with 
age and will be a good contender in the staying 
tests of Argentina, so it was resolved that Can- 
taro would run for a while in Uruguay. 

This very good horse, whose previous start had 
been in the Gran Premio Municipal, which he 
won easily, was presented on May 12 at Maronas, 
for the Clasico Presidente de la Republica, over 
3,000 meters. All the best 3-year-olds and up 
in action in Uruguay were presented also and the 
nace appeared interesting, especially when every- 
hody acknowledged the bad workouts of Cantaro. 
However, famous trainer J. Riestra knows very 
well where he has his nose and Cantaro was not 
hadly backed. 

When the race began, Cantaro was, in fact, the 
favorite, but Tabi took the lead with Mingo sec- 
ond. Cantaro was out of the pace, as usual, but 
when the. field entered into the stretch, he came 
with a strong rush and two furlongs from home 
was in front, winning by a length and a half from 
Mingo, with Tabi third and Cango fourth. Time, 
3:06%.  Cantaro was ridden by N. Lalinde, and 
won easily. 

The winner is a son of Caboclo out of Canzon- 
eta, by Stayer out of Sun Tanned, by Tangiers. 
Thus he has staying blood from both sides, Cabo- 
clo, himself a very good stayer, is also the sire of 
the famous Romantico, whose specialty was to 
run in last place and come with a terrific rush in 
the stretch and win. Stayer was himself a great 
stayer—honoring his name—and a great sire of 
several top long-distance champions, like Misuri, 
Lunar, Mississippi, Polux, Scarone, Latero, Mon- 
terreal, and others. 


THE BLOOD-HORSE 


Cantaro was one of the four leading juvenile 
colts in 1944 in Uruguay, along with Hidalgo, 
Silfo, and Irara. After two good races in Janu- 
ary, 1945, he was shipped to Brazil, where he won 
two very important stakes, beating Hidalgo 
(which had been shipped to Brazil also), was 
beaten in the Grande Premio Brasil and another 
stakes, won a stakes at Cidade Jardim and was 
beaten into second in another “classico.” Then 
Messrs. Seabra shipped him again to Uruguay, 
where, in January this year, he was third to 
Miron and Churrinche in the Gran Premio José 
Pedro Ramirez. Then he won the Municipal and 
now the Presidente de la Republica. These three 
last races are over 3,000 meters (about 15 fur- 
longs). 

After the race was over it was announced that 
Mingo, the second horse, had been just purchased 
by another Brazilian owner, whose name was not 
stated. The reported price was 20,000 gold-pesos. 
When North American buyers retired from the 
Argentine and Uruguayan markets (during the 
war), Brazilian breeders and owners entered in 
the field and are paying as much as the North 
Americans for top horses. This is, in fact, the 
principal asset of international racing, as things 
go, in South America. As you can see, by this 
and previous reports, a great number of Brazil- 
ian-owned horses have been winning stakes in 
Argentina and Uruguay recently. 

Other instances of international racing in South 
America were the results of two races on the 
same day, at Maronas. The fillies’ race was won 
by Sueno Blanco, owned by José Buarque de 
Macedo, of Rio de Janeiro. The seven-furlong 
handicap for fillies and mares was won by Temp- 
est, and in the beaten field was the very good 
stakes winner Gotica. Tempest is owned by Inah 
de Moraes, leading Brazilian turfwoman. 


Argentine Events 


pan Argentine scene was less important last 
week, although there were good horses in ac- 
tion. On Saturday, May 11, at San Isidro, the 
Clasico Rio Uruguay, over 1,600 meters, was won 
by Battant, a son of Parwiz out of La Coche, 
owned by Santa Fé Stable and ridden by famous 
I. Leguisamo. Battant, whose time was 1:36, 
won by three-quarters of a length from Retintin. 
He is to be shipped to Rio de Janeiro very soon, 
for the big Gavea stakes to come. 

On May 12, at Palermo, the Clasico Arturo R. 
Bullrich, over 2,000 meters (about ten furlongs), 
for fillies and mares, had a field of four, the win- 
ner being Half Crown, a very good stakes win- 
ner by Hunter’s Moon out of Meneguina, by Leteo. 
Half Crown beat Michunga by three-quarters of 
a length, and Stalina finished third, two lengths 
back, with Margarita fourth and last. The time 
was 2:02%. Half Crown, owned by La Giralda 


Stable, was ridden by I. Leguisamo, the most fa- 
mous of all jockeys in South America. 

On the same day a 3,000-meter. (15-furlong) 
handicap for 3-year-olds and up was brilliantly 
won by Seabra Stable’s rising stayer Camembert, 
a son of Cameronian out of Candonga, by Copy- 
He beat by several lengths the very good 


right. 
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distance runner Cartujo, while El Hornero was 
third, and Esquivo and Batifondo were soundly 
beaten. Cartujo ran under 129.8 pounds, while 
Camembert, the winner, carried 127.6. The others 
received much weight from these two horses and 
were definitely beaten. Camembert, whose jockey 
was J. Zuniga, won in 3:08%, in a canter, and it 
appears the Argentine stayers will have another 
strong contender from now on. 

The 1,600-meter handicap was the opportunity 
for the return of the very good 4-year-old Aden, 
which, under 132 pounds, won from the good miler 
Marongay in 1:37%, under expert riding of I. 
Leguisamo. 

Concerning international racing again, it can 
be said that the filly In Fragrante, owned by 
Messrs. Nelson and Roberto Seabra, won a race 
at the La Plata course, near Buenos Aires, and 
is regarded as a very promising stakes hope. 


The Brazilian Winners 


‘oe stakes were presented on May 12 in Bra- 
zil, one of them at Gavea, the other at Cidade 
Jardim. At Gavea the Clasico Nove de Maio, over 
1,600 meters, was the feature and favorite was 
the Linneo de Paula Machado Stable entry of 
Guriri and Favinha. The race is a contest for 3- 
year-olds and up, fillies and mares, and the 3-year- 
old Guriri made the pace and won by three 
lengths from her stablemate Favinha, while Apo- 
teose finished another three lengths — back. 
Time, 1:39¥%. Guriri, who rider was L. Leighton, 
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was regarded as one of the best juvenile fillies 
last year, but had been running badly recently. 
She is a daughter of the famous sire Trinidad (by 
Phalaris) out of Xinaré, by Sin Rumbo, greatest 
broodmare sire of Brazilian breeding. 

At Cidade Jardim, the Classico Jockey Club 
do Rio Grande do Sul, over 2,000 meters, was of- 
fered for a field of 3-year-olds and the interest 
of the race was centered on the colt Bonitao, a 
son of Punch, regarded as a promising stayer. 
Bonitao was the hot favorite, but the winner was 
Gonzo, under the expert handling of L.. Gon- 
zalez, which beat Bonitao one length in 2:034, 
in receipt of four pounds. Third was Fello, beat- 
ing four others. Gonzo, owned also by the Paula 
Machado Stable, is a son of Trinidad out of Ad- 
versaria, by Sin Rumbo. It is the same breeding 
as Guiriri (above). Some people are talking of 
Trinidad-to-Sin Rumbo breeding, but Trinidad 
sired several real champion horses from. mares 
by several broodmare sires. The best of them 
was Albatroz, from a mare named Myrthée, by 
Mésilim. 

On the same day, at Cidade Jardim, the Eng- 
lish horse High Sheriff, by Hyperion out of Tip 
the Wink, by Tetratema, on whose debut in Brazil 
I wrote something in my previous article, re- 
turned to action and won in track record time of 
1:24 1/10 for 1,400 meters (about seven fur- 
longs). He was then shipped to Gavea, to com- 
pete in the Grande Premio José Carlos de Figueir- 
edo, over 1,600 meters (about one mile), to be 
presented on May 26. If he continues as up to 
now, it is possible that, for the first time in many

On the Jersey Act 


HE interest here in the battle against the 

“Jersey Act” is rising still and the April issue 

of the Brazilian monthly Turf magazine Vida 
Turfista has an editorial on the matter: 


The General Stud Book, the most important 
authority in the Thoroughbred market, has 
been the target, in recent months, of an at- 
tack each day stronger on the part of the 
North American breeders, through their most 
representative bodies. 

In two of our monthly issues we reported 
on the matter concerning the so-called “Jer- 
sey Act,” which was, for the General Stud 
Book, the best way to strengthen their pres- 
tige, ruling, as it does, what is the “pure” 
among Thoroughbreds. In the first news 
printed there was an editorial from the North 
American magazine THE BLOOD - HORSE, 
whose editor is J. A. Estes, and in this edi- 
torial was presented a very clear explana- 
tion of the unilateral rulings of Messrs. 
Weatherby’s stud book. Showing how much 
the matter is a global one, there is in the edi- 
torial a piece of our colleagues ‘of Turf y 
Elevage, printed in Argentina. 


Now, as we reported in our last issue, 
North American breeders, represented by sev- 
eral organized associations, made a move, 
with several arguments more and more im- 
portant because very clear. 


The necessity to establish an agreement on 
the status quo of the various stud books thus 
reached a concrete form as a request to 
Messrs. Weatherby to abandon the self-as- 
sumed right to be the only judges of the 
purity of Thoroughbreds, destroying the 
“Jersey Act.” As things go, it appears a 
crisis is developing among the world breed- 
ing centers, as it is sure that if the General 
Stud Book is recognized as the supreme 
authority on the purity of the Thoroughbreds, 
it means the American Stud Book will be ex- 
cluded. Thus, if the break comes—and it 
appears imminent—all the stud books which 
accept as “pure” only the horses thus recog- 
nized by the General Stud Book will have to 
change their own rules, opening an excep- 
tion for the American Stud Book to avoid a 
move from the latter in the same line as the 
move concerning the General Stud Book. 

In the “Jersey Act” argument, the Brazil- 
ian registry is not affected, because our rules 
establish that the horses registered in all 
“idoneous” stud books are accepted as “pure” 
—and the American Stud Book is surely an 
“jdoneous” stud book. For Argentina and 
Uruguay, however, the question is a serious 
one, for their stud books only accept as a 
basis for the definition of the “pure” horse 
the General Stud Book and French Stud Book. 
. . . The move which has just begun in the 
United States of North America to make

regular the situation of all stud books must 
have full support from us.

Luro Horses at Delaware
